CUMMINS AGAIN 


WARNS HIS PARTY 


Points to Disasters That 


Will be Provoked by; 
. 


Rates on Wool. 


Washington. June 11.—At 2:15'the 


senate voted down the 
twenty-four 


amendments to the wool schedule of- 
fered yesterday by Senator La Follette. 
The vote was 32 to 44. 


Sixty-one senators were on hand at 


the beginning of the 
session of the 


senate today when consideration of the 
tariff bill was 
resumed. 
Numerous 


amendments offered by Mr. La Follette 
providing ad valorem for specific du- 
ties in the wool schedule were prompt- 
ly taken up for the purpose of voting 
or. them "en bloc." as Vice President 
Sherman announced. 


Senator Cummins, taking the floor, 


said he would vote for these amend- 
ments not so much because he was 
satisfied that they were exactly right, 
but because he was absolutely sure 
the schedule reported by the finance 
committee was absolutely wrong. He 
then proceeded at length to show his 
point of view the finance committee's 
work had miscarried. 


Cummins Gets In. 


Mr. Cummins announced 
that he 


would move to recommit the 
wool 


schedule to the finance committee .with 
instructions" to report it to the senate 
with the duties on wool unchanged but 
with compensating duties on woolen 
manufactures that will measure the 
difference between the price paid by 
their chief foreign competitors 
and 


also that It be reported back with a 
provision directing that the duties be 
so levied as to represent the difference 
between the cost of production at home 
and abroad. 


Arguing the justice of his plan for 


a compensatory duty on products of 
woolen manufactures to allow them to 
pay, a- higher price for wool than do 
their 
foreign 
competitors, 
Senator 


Cummins said that to levy a duty on 
goods partly of cotton as 1£ entirely 
of -wool would be 
to give 
domestic 


manufacturers an advantage that no 
man should have. He admitted in re- 
ply to a question by Mr. Cumber that 
he did not pretend to frame' a schedule 
by'-which the.'-different, grades'of wool 
in the'.cloth could he-taked" in accord- 
ance with .the value... He was willing 
to make the duty high' enough, to-meet 
foreign competition .on. the'assumption 
that all Imports are of goods' contain- 
ing only the finest grades of wool. 


Cummins Warns Party. 


Senator -Warren, opposing the plan 


of the Iowa senator, declared' that It 
would unduly eacourage the Importa- 
tion, of shoddy. 
• . . 
. • . 


"And," added the .Wyoming senator, 


"this is not'a shoddy nation." 
- 


Mr. Cummins declared that'he mar- 


veled at the ."blindness of-the leaders 
o£ the republican party that -were will- 
ing to commit their party to such a 
woolen schedule." 
. "Senators," he said, "you are- sim- 
ply courting the destruction o£ your 
party by allowing such a schedule .to 
go out to the country." 


Speaking of those who, he .claimed, 


desire to build a great tariff 
wall 


around the country, Mr. Cummins 
said, that they .reminded him of. a 
maxim, often quoted when, as a boy 
he hauled stone in Pennsylvania. This 
maxim, he said, was "put in what you 
think is enough;" then put in as much 
again, and' you will have just half o£ 
what is enough." 


Consider the Wool Grower. 


The contention made by Mr. Cum- 


mins that a re-adjustment of the 
woolen' schedule Is desired, caused Mr. 
Aldrlch. to assert • that no such -de- 
sire had been reflected through the 
appearance 
of 
any 
deputations 
of 


farmers, 
sheep raisers 
or 
woolen 


manufacturers,- whose 
organizations 


have representatives ,in Washington 
He said there was apparently' general 
satisfaction with the woolen sched- 
ule,-with the possible exception of one 
class of manufacturers who -are af- 
fected by natural conditions which 
cannot be changed by legislation. 


Mr. Aldrich called attention to the 


fact' that Mr. Cummins has favorec

TRIBUTE TO WARRIOR 


SON OF OLD WARRIOR 


Jol. Henry Watterson De- 


clares There are No 


Longer Sections. 


Vicksburg, Miss., 
June 
11.—The 


scene of the confederate veterans' re- 
union was transferred from Memphis 
to Vicksburg today and several thou- 
sand of the old soldiers, who followed 
Lee In the sixties, witnessed the un- 
veiling of the heroic statue to Gen. 
Stephen D. Lee. The monument de- 
signed by Kitson In the National park 
s situated upon the exact spot from 
which General Lee directed the move- 
ment of his troops during the siege of 
Vicksburg. 


Major General Frederick Dent Grant, 


commander of "the department of the 
Lakes, accompanied by Mrs. Grant and 
,iis staff, with Henry Watterson, of 
Louisville, arrived last night. 


Gen. Clement A. Evans and his staff 


reached here today. The morning was 
devoted to sight seeing and a private 
view of the monument. 


The parade formed 
at? noon and, 


leaded by Gen. Grant and an escort of 
Unted States calvary, proceeded to the 
Sfational park. The Warren light ar- 
:illery flred a general salute and. then 
Henry Watterson called the assembly 
:o order. 
The editor was evidently 


suffering from the intense heat, but 
its eyes beamed and his voice rang 
out clearly as he briefly outlined tho 
purpose of the meeting. 
He took for 


ils subject, "The Re-united Sections." 


Among other things, Mr. Watterson 


said: 


"Standing by the Father of Waters 


et me first give thanks to God, that, 
from the Falls of St. Anthony to the 
Gulf of Mexico, It flows through an 
unbroken 
succession 
of 
American 


states; at once a chain and an emblem 
of perpetual union between the north 
and the south." 


Statue is Unveiled. 


As Mr.' Watterson ceased speaking, 


two little boys stepped out, pulled two 
strings and the flags fell .away. There 
was an instant's silence, a- tribute to 
the ' life-like representation 
of 
the 


famous southern 
soldier, -then '0112. 


spontaneous cheer burst forth fronv 
:he throats of the thousands grouped 
around- it, 'while above- the - cheers 
came the boom of the artillery salute. 


The boys, who • unveiled the statue 


were John G. Lee and'Lee Harrison, 
grand sons of General Lee, while the 
general's son, Blewett Lee, of Chicago, 
stood at their side and--directed them. 


When. _the noisy enthusiasm ' ha'd 


died down a bit, General Clement A. 
Evans, - - commander-in-chief 
of 
the 


confederate veterans, 
formally 
pre- 


sented the statue to the federal gov- 
ernment on behalf of the, people of- 
Mississippi and the confederate -vet- 
erns. 


Ovation to Grant. 


When Gen. Evans finished and Mr. 


Watterson 
arose ' to 
present 
Gen. 


Grant, who had been directed by the 
federal government to receive 
the 


monumer.\t a storm of applause broke 
out and continued for nearly twenty 
minutes. 
Mr. Watterson smiled and 


shrugged his shoulders as much as to 
say "you see, he needs no Introduc- 
tion" and sat down. 


The big general, in his cool and 


snowy uniform of white, stood mule 
and immovable. It was evident that 
he was deeply touched and he con- 
trolled emotions with great trouble. 


Lines Are All Wiped- Out. 


After the unveiling of the statue, 


accompanied by a salute from the 
Warren light artillery and • the .sing- 
ing of-the Vicksburg school children, 
Mr. Watterson. as a prelude to the in- 
troduction 
of. Lieutenant 
General 


Clement A. Evans, who presented ;t 
in the name of the confederate veter- 
ans, and 
Majo'r General ' Frederick 


Dent Grant, who accepted it on behalf 
of the government and the army, and 
Hon. George R. Peck, who delivered 
the oration; said: 


"I have. declared that we are one 


people. No air lines, nor water lines, 
nor isothermal lines, separate us Into 
geographic fragments, all the good on 
this side, all the bad on that. 
The 


war ended nearly fifty years ago. He 
who thinks there are issues left out- 
standing from the days of secession 
and' slavery must have been dwelling 
in a rut of distorted fancies, nor ha.ve 
traveled much beyond the shadow of 
his own roof-tree. 


Can't Tell 'em Apart. 


"I am about to present you in suc- 


cession Lieutenant General Clement 
Anselm Evans, commander-in-chiet of 
confederate veterans, Major General 
Frederick Dent Grant, of the army of 
the United States, and 
the 
Hon. 


George Record Peck, of the -great 
northwest, holding my own commis- 
sion at large and from the District of 
Columbia, where I . was born, but 
claiming some time to be a Kentuck- 
ian, No state, or sectional lines have 
ever made a pent-up utica for any of 
us. Each of us breeds back to good 
old 
Anglo-Saxon 
and 
Scotch-Irish 


stock. 
In the bygone days the two 


most kindred American types were to 
be found In Boston and Charleston: 
and, still, there are those who, enjoy- 
ing the gracious hospitality o£ the 
Algonevin chib in the Tankee City 
and the Palmetto club in the City of 
the Huguenots, cannot tell one from 
t'other, particularly after 10 o'clock in 
the evening."

a government meat. inspector at St. 

Mo,, who, in- tendering his resig- 
nation-to Secretary Wilson, makes ser- 
ious charges against the meat inspec- 
tion system at the national stock yards 
in East St. Louis and demands an in- 
vestigation relative to his allegations. 


An' immediate and thorough investi- 


gation, in to Mr. Harms' charges con- 
cerning ' the East St. 'Louis packing 
houses today was ordered'and to that 
end two government inspectors have 
been ordered there. When 'they have 
completed their 
Investigations, 
the 


facts developed will be reported 'to 
Secretary Wilson, who ls"at his home 
at Traer, Iowa,' but will return next 
Tuesday. 


CHARGES MADE BY-HARMS. 


St. Louis, June 11.—After eighteen 


months' service as a United States 
meat inspector in East St. Louis pack- 
ing houses J. F. Harms has resigned, 
and has written a letter to Secretary 
o' Agriculture Wilson demanding an 
investigation of the meat- inspection 
system at the National'Stock Yards. 


Harms, who has gone to his home 


ir. Fremont, 0., asserts that •' he re- 
signed because he could not' tolerate 
the -conditions he saw and • that in- 
spectors in charge of the bureau of 
animal industry are too lenient with 
the packers. 
He 
says 
no 
animus 


prompted his letter. 


After asserting that "IT. S. inspected 


and passed" as it appears on products 
of all the packing houses is meaning- 
less because of the inadequacy of the 
inspection, Harms says in the letter: 


"The inspection at 
the National 


Slock Yards, Illinois, is costing 
'the 


people approximately $100,000 a year, 
and it is :not actually worth 51 to them. 
For when the word is passed from the 
inspector in charge on to the inspectors 
actually doing the work on the floors 
that they are getting too many con- 
demned animals and to change the 
grading, what 
does that mean? It 


means that the whole thing Is rotten 
and a farce. Mr. Secretary, the pack- 
ers are getting today from 70 to SO per 
cent of what ought to be condemned 
and destroyed. 


Pass Condemned Animals. 


"To illustrate: 
On 
April 1, 1309. 


Drs. Graham and 
Stingley retained 


and condemned eleven Deet carcases 
for emaciation. On April 2 Drs. Clancy 
and Meadors released six of said car- 
cases to the packers. The .remaining 
five were tanked and destroyed. 


"On the morning of April 2 I was in 


a' cooler, and a packing company su- 
perintendent came In. When his' at- 
tention was called to the eleven car- 
cases he said: Tes, they are a bad 
lot, and had I been on the floor last 
evening I would not have let them 
come down, but would have sent them 
to tha tank.' 


"Men holding good positions 
-with 


the packers see and know these things 
and acknowledge they were wrong. I 
have seen animals in a dying condition 
dragged Into the 
killing beds and 


marked 'U. S. Inspected and Passed.' 


"I -will give you another Instance 


that happened elsewhere. 
The meat 


inspector In the department held some 
6.000 or 7.000 pounds or cured meats 
for being sour. and. mind you. four or 
five other Inspectors were called- tn, 
and th»y all pronounced the meat sour. 
Your Br. Meadors released it to the 
packers.

Death of Mary Agnes Ruiz 


in London is Kept 


.. 
from the Public. 


London, June 11.—It was learned 


positively for the first time yesterday 
that Mrs. Mary Agnes Ruiz, whose 
name, was repeatedly and conspicuous- 
ly mentioned In connection with the 
divorce case of Alfred Owynne Vander- 
bilt,- Jellied herself In her room in Gros- 
venor street, Mayfair, on May 16 last. 


There was.an inquest on May 19, but 


no mention of it reached the public. 
Investigations are In progress which 
tend to.show that local news agency 
reporters, whose duty it was to report 
the Inquest, were bribed to suppress 
any'mention o£ the proceedings: 


It appears;from the record of the in- 


quest that the woman "had been sub- 
ject to intense melancholia, which re- 
sulted from-depression after Mr.. Van- 
derbilt's visits to her became less fre- 
quent and finally ceased. 


Alfred VanderbllL since the death,of 


Mrs. Ruiz, of which It,is assumed he 
has been aware, has not abated the 
gayety of his stay in London. 
_. 
Visits Ceased Early in May. 


Careful investigation shows that Al- 


fred Vanderbilt's visits-to the Gros- 
venor street house ceased entirely early 
In May. Mrs. Ruiz grew" morose and 
cut oft many-of her London acquaint- 
ances, from communication with her. 


She was seen out only with Miss Caney, 
her American companion, who obvious- 
ly was making every, effort to keep her 
cheerful. 
Now and then she left her 


luxurious home for a canter in. Hyde 
park.

When Mrs. Ruiz's .horse was brought 


to the door, according to usual rou- 
tine, on Sunday, May 16, Miss Caney 
heard a shot In Mrs. Ruiz's bedroom 
and ran upstairs, where she found Mrs. 
Ruiz lying on fee floor. 


Hurried to a Hospital; Dies. 


. She had shot'herself through 
the 


breast' with a revolver which lay be- 
side her. 


With the'aid of. servants she was 


carried down into a carriage and hur- 
ried away to Fitzroy square hospital, 
where she died late on the night of 
May 19. 


No announcement 
whatever was 


made in the newspapers of her death. 
The inquest was held before the .fam- 
ous coroner, D. Danford Thomas, at 
St. Pancreas coroner's, court. A num- 
ber of newspaper reporters were pres- 
ent, but singularly enough they made 
no report of the 
inquest, or of her 


death, to their superiors. 


At the inquest the woman -was re- 


corded, as Mary Agnes O'Brien' Ruiz, 
daughter of a Missouri fanner, and di- 
vorced a year- ago from Antonio M. 
Ruiz, a Tormcr member of the Cuban 
legation' at Washington.

George Washington University Cut Off 


for Dismissing Professors. 


Washington, 
June 
11. — George 


Washington university, of this city, 
has been droped from the Carnegie 
foundation lor the advancement of 
teaching by the action of the execu- 
tive committee of the foundation. This 
action Is due in part at least; It Is 
said, to the fact that the university 
retired recently two of its professors 
without giving them.any warning, de- 
priving one of them thereby of the 
benefits which would have come to 
him later of being placed on the Car- 
negie teachers' pension fund. 


An investigation was made, and the 


executive .committee, believing, It was 
authoritatively stated last night, that 
the university had not acted right by 
the two retired professors, and, fur- 
ther', that it was trying to cover too 
broad a, field with the financial back-

And it is significant that these great 


men are all dead men. The world 
has a universal habit of finding out 
that it has been entertaining .angels 
unawares. Blessings brighten as they 
take their flight. The Washington 
monument erected among the sky- 
scrapers of New York would not at- 
tract so much attention as it does 
standing out solitary and alone on the 
banks of the Potomac. 
We are too 


near the men of the present to proper- 
ly estimate their proportions. Some 
of them are much bigger than they 
appear, and some of them will shrink 
mightily when we get the proper per- 
spective. It is quite likely that the 
neighbors of Abraham thought him a 
deluded, addle-brained visionary when 
he gave up his pleasant home in TJr 
of the Chaldees, and started out on a 
wild goose errand to a laud that ho 
expected to receive for an inherit 
ancc, and we know that even Moses, 
the greatest statesman of the ages 
was criticised by his brother and sis- 
ter, and that the common rabble of 
the street took up stones to pelt him. 
We have frowns, and criticism, and 
abuse and mud for our living leaders, 
but fragrant flowers for their coffins, 
and soaring monuments for their 
graves. 


Have to Die to Bs Appreciated. 
People have to die to be appreciat- 


ed. Joan of Arc was burned at the 
stake as a vile heretic, hut she has 
recently been beatified by the Pope. 
The flames did not harm her great 
spirit, and the beatification will not 
add any lustre to her glory. The inci 
dent only serves to point this moral 
and adorn this talo. 
There were 


thousands of men who abused Abra- 
ham Lincoln. They never could speak 
of him without a sneer. He was a 
"railsplitter," a black republican, an 
uncouth interloper. 
He was abused 


by the newspapers, caricatured on the 
platform, denounced by the coliti 


clans. The waves o? assault rolled up 
to his feet from the south, and dashed 
over his head from the north, and 
they never ceased to roll over him 
till his gentle heart broke.in de^th. 
Put 40 years after his assassination 
Columbia cartes his name 1n her tem- 
ple of fame side by side with Wash-

And yet these heroes are not dead. 


They never began to have the Influ- 
ence In the world that' they have at 
this very moment. Their contempora- 
ries never were affected by them as 
the whole'-world Is to-day. 
When 


Abraham set out from Mesopotamia 
he took none of his neighbors with 
him. When Enoch walked with God, 
10 went alone, In life and in transla- 
lon. 
When Noah' sailed over the 


udgment flood he could induce no one 
ilse to embark with him, save his own 
amily. They had little success, as 
men count success with those who 
were coeval with them. But to-day 
wherever the Bible is read Enoch Is 
valklng with God, Abraham is inherit- 
ng the promises,—the father of a 
multitude like the sands of the sea,-— 
and Moses is breaking the bonds of 
the oppressor and shouting in the ear 
of every taskmaster, "Let my people 
go." No great man ever really dies. 
When Jesus was in the flesh he was 
limited to the narrow confines of 
Palestine. It .-was only at his depart- 
ure that he could really say. Go ye 
Into all the world, and lo, 1 am with 
you always. The Christ is the most 
omnipresent personality in the world 
to-day. But the same thing is true in 
a lesser degree in respect to every 
great soul of man. Thus the pres- 
ent Is peopled with the shadow? .farms 
of the past. It is impossible to en- 
tomb the immortals.
